Capital Expenditure 

In February last the Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government stated in a circular that it intended 
severely to restrict loan sanctions to local authorities for at 
least six months. This restriction applies, in the words of 
the Ministry ‘‘to all loan sanctions, other than for housing, 
school building and certain major works on roads except 
where a risk to health, safety or other vital interests render 
them impracticable.’’ The Ministry 
Circular 55/56 in which they state that these restrictions 
‘‘must for the present, and until further notice, continue.”’

Subsidy Concession 

The Government have recently been engaged in efforts 
to reduce the sum paid out in subsidies on houses built by 
local authorities. These efforts culminated in the Housing 
Subsidies Act. An interesting concession in this connection 
was announced last week by Mr. Enoch Powell, the 
Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministry of 
Speaking about self-built houses, Mr. Powell said: 

‘‘With the emphasis so much upon home ownership,

HE two buildings illustrated are the first experi 

mental blocks of luxury flats forming part of a 
project for a Citta Giardino (Garden City). Individual 
flats are for sale outright, for approximately £8,000 
each. 

The site is on the fringe of dense pinewoods that 
extend from the beach to the nearby Appuane Alps, 
with wide views over the Gulf of Tyrrhenia towards 
the Portofino peninsula. Sub-tropical vegetation 
flourishes in the neighbourhood, and extensive planting 
is to be carried out around the new buildings. A few 
miles to the north are the famous Carrara marb‘e 
quarries. 

Most of the accommodation consists of a large living 
room extending for the full seaward frontage of each 
flat, and about 17 feet high. A continuous balcony 
along the front and one side of the room gives access 
to the bedrooms and bathroom, with kitchen and cloak 
room at the lower level. 

On the roof of each block is a penthouse flat with 
roof terrace, and much of the ground floor is open 
for car parking 

Separate passenger and service lifts are provided, 
and there is an oil-fired central heating system with 
radiators. 

Reinforced concrete frames are infilled with rendered 


hollow clay tiles 
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Ground floor of the larger block is in random local 
stone. Mosaics are used in panels below windows and 
to balcony fronts, etc., in lemon yellow, royal blue, 
and dark red. Staircase to larger block has pre-cast
